Exhibitors of implements and machinery are desired to ship 
as early us possible and advise, by letter, the Secretary, of their 
intention, and name the articles to be exhibited, and space 
wanted. 

Entries, 

h Entries can be made at any time before the Fair, by ap¬ 
plication to the Secretary. Blank applications will be furn¬ 
ished, on which to specify exhibitor’s name and address, with 
description of the animal or article offered, 

2. Articles which are the result of mechanical or artistic 
skill, must be entered by the artist, inventor or manufacturer, 
and to all objects of line art the name of the artist shall be af¬ 
fixed. 

3. Articles which are the products of the soil must be en¬ 
tered in the name of the producer of the same. 

f. On the entry of each animal or article a card will be 
furnished the exhibitor, specifying the class, the number of the 
lot, and the number of the entry, which card must remain at¬ 
tached to such article or animal during the exhibition.

Rules Applicable to Animals. 

1. If it is ascertained that an animal is entered in the ring 
in which it does not properly belong, it is the duty of the 
Superintendent of Department to instruct the committee not 
to award it a premium. 

2. Exhibitors of animals must place their names and ad¬ 
dress, and the name of the particular breed to which each 
animal belongs, in a conspicuous place in their respective stalls. 
And when on exhibition, each animal will be in charge of an 
owner or groom. 

3. Hay, and other food for stock, can be purchased at mar¬ 
ket rates on the Grounds. For information, apply to the 
Superintendent of Forage, at his office. Water in abundance 
for all purposes, will he distributed at convenient points. 

4. Ao animal or article on exhibition can be removed from 

the Grounds until the close ot the Fair. 

5. Such statements, and copies of pedigrees, as arc required 
to be examined by the awarding committees, must be m pos¬ 
session of the grooms when the animals are on exhibition. 

0. A single animal may be also exhibited as one of a herd, 
and in sweepstakes, but shall not otherwise be enteied in moio 

than one lot. , 

7. Purity of blood, as established by pedigree, symmetry, 

size, early maturity, and general characteristics of the several 
breeds of animals, will he considered, and propei allow ance he 
made for age, feeding, and other circumstances. . . , 

S. Everv animal must he entered for competition in the 
name of the owner, whose name must appear on the cut) \ c.ud. 


Rules for the Arena. 

1. Superintendents of Departments are ex-ofido chairmen 
f their respective committees, but shall not. be entitled to a 

ote. 
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2. All votes shall be by ballot. Tlie animal receiving a 
majority of the votes cast shall be entitled to tlie premium. 

8. Each premium shall be voted for separately. 

4. In case of a tie vote another committeeman shall be called 
in, and his vote shall be confined to the animals receiving the 
greatest number of votes, and shall be final, 

5. Members of the Awarding Committed shall not , in any 
case , consult until after the award is made , 

6. As appeals from Awards of Committees are not allowed, 
the committees will see the necessity of great care in rendering 
their decisions. They are required to pass not only on tlie 
merits of animals in competition, but also on their age. sound¬ 
ness, class, &c. 

7. Animals entered in one class shall not compete in another , 
except in the case of- horses of all work . 

8. When an animal is shown in a class to which lie does 
not belong, tlie committee shall so declare, and the Superin¬ 
tendent will dismiss tlie animal from the ring, stating the rea¬ 
son therefor. 

9. The age of horses shall be computed from the first day 
of January of the year in which he was foaled. 

10. Unsound animals shall not be awarded a premium. 

11. A premium shall not be awarded if the animal be 
deemed not worthy, though there be no competition. 

12. Committees are particularly requested not to give 
encouragement to over-fed animals in the Breeding Classes. 

13. During the exhibition in the Arena no person will be 
allowed inside of the ring except Awarding Committees on 
dutv and members of the Board of Directors. 

14. All committees on Thorough Breeds shall have access 

o 

to tlie pedigreefurnished to tlie Secretary.
